Bny—With a view of provanting the 
spread of the loathsome scourge which is 
now upon us, I would 
mousnros have boon’ taken to thoroughly 
disinfect the houses, clothes, gooda and 
chattels of tho persons attuckyd,—what si 
porvision is oxercised ver die uae of chaira 
and rickshas by infected patients,—whether 
houso-to-houso visitation’ is made. in the 
frightfully-cvercrowded native town for.the 
dotvetion and isulution of small-pox cases, 
el cannot, but think that had cnorgetio 
monps been taken to cope with the dineusg 
atits first outset, mitich of the suffering and 
mortility would have. been préventod. ‘the 
disease wus apparently imported by landing 
patients infegted with it from shipbuard 
many weeks ago, Surely this was a most 
unjustifiable “proceeding, — Sich poraons 
»ehould nover have beou introducod into a 
Qity so notoriously ovérdrowded and inaa- 
nitary as Victoria. It appeara to mo that 
tho quaraptine regulations—if they sanction 
such & conrse—requirs amendment, and. I 
hopo the losson we have been tauzht will 
be taken to heart.
